-section ( 1 ) thereof shall be deemed to have been 
a Council for the purposes of this Act notwith 
standing anything contrary contained in any 
provision of this Act : 


1. Short title and commencement . - ( 1) This Act 
may be called the Homoeopathy. Central 
Council (Amendment ) Act, 2002 . 


(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Central Government may , by notification in the 
OfficialGazette , appoint .

( gb ) any other factor under clause ( g ) of sub

12B . Non - recognition of medical qualifications 
in certain cases. ( 1 ) Where any medical 
institution is established without the previous 
permission of the Central Government in 
accordance with the provisions of section 12A , 
medical qualification granted to any student of 
such medical institution shall not be deemed to be 
a recognised medical qualification for the purposes 
of this Act.
